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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 8, 11-13, 15, 16, 18-34, 38 and 39 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

1 . The rejection of claims 8, 1 1 -1 3, 1 5, 1 6, 1 8-34, 38 and 39 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over SmithKline Beecham Co. (WO 95/06410) in view of 
Sekine et al. (WO 97/28794 as translated by US 6,054,484) and RxList Monographs is 
hereby withdrawn in view of applicants arguments. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should that changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a percutaneous absorption preparation comprising a 
compound having angiotension II antagonistic activity and a skin permeability regular 
and support, wherein the skin permeability regular comprises a fatty acid ester, a polyol 
and a nonionic surfactant and wherein the compound having angiotension II 
antagonistic activity is 1-(cyclohexyloxycarbonyloxy)ethyl 2-ethoxy-1-[[2'-(1H-tetrazol-5- 
yl)biphenyl-4-yl]methyl]benzimidazole-7-carboxylate. The closest prior art reference of 
SmithKline Beecham Co. does not teach the carboxylate together with the skin 
permeability regular as claimed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
